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Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Moore does not disclose "automatically generating an updated web page layout responsive to receiving the style 
template selection signal" since in Moore, the preview feature is performed by user. Examiner agrees that the preview is performed by 
user. However, the generating an updated web page whenever a style selection is made by user is automatically performed by the 
system. 

Applicant also argue that in Joie, there is no description of a signal indicative of a user interface selection device pointing at a selected 
predetermined region of the web page layout. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Joie discloses marking a location on the master template 
which is equivalent to the web page layout, where each subtemplate, which is equivalent to a predetermined region of the web page 
layout, is to be inserted in the master template (col 6, lines 15-25). Said marking, thus, is a signal indicative of a user interface selection 
device pointing at a selected predetermined region of the web page layout.
